1.1 What is Computer Readable Form/Checker Version 3.0? 

The Computer Readable Form/Checker Version 3.0 application is a state- of the- art 
Windows-based software program employing a logical and intuitive user-interface to 
validate and convert patent applications compliant with 37 C.F.R. 1 .821 - 1.825 for both 
"old rules" (October 1990) and "new rules" (July 1998). CRF/Checker replaces the 
previous DOS-based versions of CRF and Checker, and is Y2K- compliant. 

Computer Readable Form is a patent application receipt system developed by USPTO 
that reads, verifies, and validates electronic submission data from patent applicants. 
Submitted sequence listings are incorporated into the Automated Biotechnology 
Sequence Search (ABSS) database of pending application files. 

Checker allows public users to check sequence listings before submitting them to the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO).
